9. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum of money 
for Concrete sidewalks upon condition that the abutters pay one half 
cost or do or act anything in relation thereto. 

10. To see what action the Town will take in regard to install- 
ing Electric lights in Public buildings and street lamps or act any- 
thing in relation thereto. 

11. To see if the Town will vote to acquire the right to procure 
water from the well of Warren A. Colburn for the use of the Town 
Hall or act anything in relation thereto. 

12. To see what action the Town will take in regard to purchas- 
ing a Stone Crusher or act anything in relation thereto. 

13. To see if the Town will preserve its past, present and future 
records. 
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14. To see if the Town will purchase a completion of records 
made by Chas. 8. Spaulding. 

15. To see if the Town will appoint a committee to frame by- 
laws to protect the Public Buildings and Grounds or act anything 
fn relation thereto. 

16. To see if the Town will take any action to bound the Real 
Estate or act anything in relation thereto. 

17. To see if the Town will vote to purchase a fire proof safe 
for the use of the Town clerk or act anything in relation thereto. 

18. To see if the Town will vote to purchase a ladder truck and 
ladders for the fire department or act anything in relation thereto. 

19. To see if the Town will vote to straighten the road from 
James Baxter’s to Muddy Brook.

REPORT OF THE DOINGS OF THE SELECTMEN 


As ordered by: the State Tax Commission the Selectmen made a 
personal valuation of all taxable properties and assessed them to the 
best of their ability, to their true value. In this way we discovered 
886 acres of taxable property not found on the books. 

Our attention was called to the shade trees which were being des- 
troyed by the elm beetle this matter was attended to and trees spray- 
ed with a power sprayer by our tree warden, Harold E. Hardy. 

A road plane was purchased which we consider will be of value 
in repair of Highways. 

The State Road was laid out by Mr. E. O. Hathaway, civil engi- 
neer, on the Nashua line continuing from Spruce Swamp, east 
through land which the town has secured the right of way from 
Horace and Lewis 8S. Rideout. This made it possible to discontinue 
the old road which was considered dangerous on account of curves. 

The road leading from George Morrill’s to Fred B. Wheeler’s was 
laid out and straightened by the Selectmen and Daniel W. and 
Lester J. Hayden. 

The several pieces of State Road were repaired by D. Fred Pierce, 
one-half the expenses of the repairs were paid by the State. 

The Sidewalks which the Town voted to build are a continuation 
from George W. Woodin’s residence to land owned by Charles E. 
Hardy, the abutters, or those interested, agreeing to pay half the ex- 
pense against their respective lands. The work was done by Deware 
and Jordan. We trust the Town will continue in a good work well 
begun. 

As the Town pump was considered untit for use a new one was 
purchased and placed in a position for use by Daniel W. Hayden, 
and will, we consider, be of value in the future in case of fire as it 
proved at the burning of the Cranford Inn. 

The Town house was in need of repairs and W. J. Gates was en- 
gaged to do the work. 
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A new force pump, with hose, has been placed in the East 
cemetery. 

As usual many matters were left to the discretion of the board 
and some of them we have been unable to attend to, but we trust 
all will be accomplished next year, we have done what we could.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


n 


We believe the schvuols of the town during the past year have been 
doing the work assigned, successfully and well. It is evidenced from 
the fact that the town received from the state, to aid in the education- 
al work, a hundred dollars more than on the previous year. It is a 
pleasure to note this, as well as the fact that there has been an an- 
nual increase since state aid was given, which is self explanatory, as 
it only goes to show the exeellence-of the work done. By judicious 
and economical management in keeping down expenses of all kinds, 
we have been able, within the past three years, to make the High 
school an approved school for the full four years, and to fully equip 
it with all the things required to enable it to attain the approved 
standard. In order to keep the school work progressing it requires 
hearty cooperation on the part of all the citizens of the town, and a will- 
ingness on the part of thosewho have children to educate, to be reason- 
able in their demands, and willing to make some sacrifice on account 
of the great advantages afforded by the state. In order to keep the 
schools up to the present standard, we must keep down expenses, 
and not use a larger part of the school fund for transportation than 
at present, for every dollar spent for that purpose is taken from the 
school fund and lessens the number of school days, which are none 
too many to master the work prescribed. 

The membership of the High school was never so large as at 
present and it is hoped that most of the pupils will complete the full 
prescribed course, so that next year and the year following, there 
will be a large class to graduate. Every graduate becomes a greater 
asset to the town than most realize, and in the course of time will 
do much to enhance the interests of the town. Mr. Earle T. Tracy 
and Miss Ruth Sweetser have had charge of the High school for the 
autumn and winter terms, taking the place of Fred W. Dudley and 
Mrs. Dudley who served us long and well. Miss Grace Me Allister 
succeeded Miss Mildred Stearns in the (srammar school. 
The Corner school and North school have been united for the past

two terms, we think for the mutual advantage of both. The High 
school house has been painted and renovated during the past year, 
and the one at the North part of the town renovated, and put in 
good condition. It now appears as though $100.00 would be quite 
sufficient to appropriate for repairs for the coming year, and $400.00 
for supplies.

STATISTICAL SCHOOL REPORT 
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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOL 


I herewith present my third annual report, and I am pleased to 
announce that since the schools have run so smoothly the past 
year there is no need of a lengthy one.

The changes made in order to close the school at Patch’s Corner 
seem to be very satisfactory. The school at North End was very 
small and could easily accomodate the seven pupils sent there. 
Although there is no law in regard to the matter it is a general rule 
throughout the country that pupils should not be required to walk 
over two miles. Transportation should be provided for those who 
must go so far. 

I am pleased that we have practically abandoned the policy of 
securing some of our teachers directly from the high school. These 
teachers have served us well, but schools are changing, and the work 
now demands the services of trained teachers or of those of 
experience. I believe Hollis’ policy of closing small schools and 
paying more for teachers wherever a school is open is most 
excellent. I am almost sorry to announce that teachers’ wages are 
gradually advancing in all states and we may expect an advance of 
at least twenty percent in salaries if we retain the same class of 
teachers we have had in the past. 

Teachers have continued to place emphasis upon reading. In the 
primary grades children are taught how to read, and in the upper 
grades they are taught how to make use of this power 

in reading good books. Beginning in the third grade a pupil should 
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read from twenty to thirty good books each year. Below the sixth 
grade it is most difficult to secure books properly graded and suited 
in thought to the ages of the pupils. Any assistance given by the 
town to the public library is the same as given to theschools. Two 
or three hundred dollars for books suitable for school children would 
be money well spent. The person who has been trained to read 
and enjoy good books will educate himself. 

Each teacher is now striving to keep her classes up to the State 
program. Most of my time and all of the teachers’ is taken up with 
efforts to keep each and every pupil up to thestandard. Thisis the 
most important part in any school system. The standard may be 
high but unless the pupils are brought up to it the system is a 
failure. I consider this so important that I carry a pocket record of 
each pupil in my district. In that I note four pupils in the 
Grammar school, three in the Intermediate, three in the Primary, 
and three at the North school that are below passing.. I suggest 
that parents now consult teachers in regard to the prospect. of their 
children’s promotions and that they assist the teachers in every way 
possible. 

In the summer I found I had two high schools requiring eight 
teachers, but with eight vacancies. In this town as in the other I 
consulted each pupil in regard to his work for the coming year, 
determined the number of pupils in each class, ordered books, and 
made out the daily program ready for the opening of school. This 
prevented a great deal of confusion the first week or two in 
September. ¢ 

The parents of children in the eighth grade are requested to 
decide before the closing of school in June which course they wish 
their child to pursue in high school next year. The program for 
next year can then be made out in June and we can prepare books 
for the classes before the teachers leave for the summer vacation.

The Latin Course prepares for college and normal school. The 
General Course prepares for normal school and for our State College 
with Biology as a condition. 

This year Commercial Arithmetic was added with the book-keeping 
as other high schools were accomplishing more than we in that class. 

In order to reduce the number of classes certain subjects are 
taught alternate years. This year U. S. History and English 
History are given. Next year the Freshmen and Sophomores will 
study Ancient History and the Juniors and Seniors will study Med. 
and Mod. Ilistory. The Latin classes are combined whenever 
possible. Sophomores reading Cicero this year will read Caesar 
next. Juniors and Senors will study Physics instead of Chemistry 
as this year. This plan provides for the twenty subjects offered 
in the program of studies although we cannot possibly give but 
sixteen any one year.

Thirty percent of our school enrollment is in the high school. 
Last year, (as well as this,) we had forty-four pupils, and there were 
three from this town attending other secondary schools. This 
number is more interesting when we compare it with other cities 
and towns. Nashua has 16 pupils in high school per thousand of 
populatiom, Manchester has 10, Dover 20, Portsmouth 31, Keene 
27, Berlin 30 (no eighth grade), Laconia 17, Lebanon 24, Milford 
27, Amherst 21, Concord 46 (including grades seven and eight.) 
No better proof could be produced, that there is a demand for a 
good high school in Hollis. 

There is no reason why we may not maintain this record. Two 
will graduate in June, but seven should enter in September. After 
that the enroliment should remain constant. So long as this 
interest is shown the town can well afford to provide liberally for 
its high school. 

I suggested last year that the village school building receive 
attention as to heating and installation of sanitary toilets. The 
building (or a portion of it) is now heated by four ventilating 
stoves and four small stoves. The halls, cloak rooms, stairways and 
toilets are without heat. In pleasant weather a teacher is required 
to be on duty in each hall, at recess, but with the present lack of 
heating it seems unjust to require teachers to perform this part of 
their duty in winter. The space taken by the stoves is needed in 
the two high school rooms. 

‘It is of the utmost importance for the health of the children that 
the toilet rooms be both warm and clean. These tuilets are as far 
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from either as it is possible to find. They accomodate one hundred 
and thirty children. Surely we can afford to provide a sanitary 
room for that number. 

If a furnace is considered, there is no doubt but that a suitable 
location could be found for it. It should be placed well toward the 
north and west, and in case some obstacles were encountered in the 
basement, an ideal location would be found in the west ell. I un- 
derstand an article in regard to this matter has been placed in the 
school warrant. I hope the voters will give it due consideration at 
the district meeting.
